M ANY young people who have enjoy¬ 
ed the thrill of singing in a colleg¬ 
iate choir find, upon graduation, that a 
fine experience has come to an end.

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THE A CAPELLA TRADITION 


It is generally conceded that choral 
writing and performance reached its 
height in the 15th and 16th centuries. 
One reason for its supremacy was the 
fact that the music of the period was 
meant to be sung "A capella" that is to 
say "Without Accompaniment". Despite 
the magnificient work of Handel, Bach 
and the later Masters, something was lost 
to choral art when, with the rise of instru¬ 
mental music, the old tradition was re¬ 
placed by the practice of accompanied 
singing, for choralism can best realize 
its fullest achievement in A Capella per¬ 
formance. The qualities that make for 
perfect singing — fine tonal balance, 
accurate intonation, and flawless diction 
—these are more surely realized when the 
singers are "on their own". Many present 


day choirs, appreciating this fact, have 
endeavoured to revive the A Capella trad¬ 
ition, but in doing so, they have found 
themselves handicapped. Since the fash¬ 
ion has been for the last three centuries 
to write almost exclusively for voices 
with accompaniment, such groups are forc¬ 
ed to confine their activities to the works 
of the early masters, or to some special¬ 
ized field such as that of Russian church 
music or the negro spiritual. 

The Bell Singers have endeavored to 
retain the tradition of unaccompanied 
singing, and at the same time to explore 
all fields of music. To make this poss¬ 
ible, it has been necessary for their 
directors to rearrange music of the 18th, 
19th and 20th centuries in A Capella

THE A CAPELLA TRADITION—Continued) 
style, and to venture also into the field of 
transcription — i.e., the readaptation of 
instrumental music for vocal performance. 
In this last connection, the question has 
sometimes been asked: "Why attempt to 
sing instrumental compositions when there 
is so much fine, legitimate choral music 
available?" One might best answer this 
objection by quoting the eminent English 
music historian and critic, Cecil Gray, 
who has said, "The substance of the 
thought will remain unchanged in trans¬ 
lation. It is probably safe to say that 
nine-tenths of the world's greatest music 
could be transcribed for any medium with¬ 
in reason without losing more than a 
comparatively unimportant part of its sub¬ 
stance and appeal, and that, generally 
speaking, the greater the work, the less it 
will lose".
